Howl and Curse in Cells 
as U. S. Investigates Last | 


Week’s Outbreak. | 


By the Associated Press. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Dec. 135. 
—Trouble makers among the con- 
victs of Leavenworth Federal Peni- 
tentiary were being weeded out to- 
day and placed in solitary confine- 
ment-to put a stop to unrest inci- 
dent to the investigation of last 
week's break for liberty by seven 
convicts. 

The prison industries, except the 


plant and boiler room, remained 
shut down and “hard-boiled” con- 
victs who have displayed an ugly 
mood since last Sunday night were 
kept in their cells. 

Occupants of cellhouse “D,” 
where the most:dangerous inmates 
are housed, were fed sandwiches 
through the bars of their ceils. 
Other prisoners were taken to the 
messroom as usual without any 
untoward incidents. 

The last uproar of shouting. | 
howling and cursing of any\conse- | 
quence in cellhouse ‘“D” curred 
around midnight. There was a 
small disturbance this morning. 
Minor trouble also was reported in 
cellhouse ‘“‘B.”’ 

Prison authorities blamed about 
25 leaders for agitating the out- 
bursts among the 250 convicts in 
cellhouse “‘D.” The leaders were 
being singled out and placed in the 
dfingeon. Officials were having 
difficulty in fixing the responsibili- 
ty, however, as the approach of a 
guard along the cell corridors was 
a signal for silence. When guards 
passed out of sight the yelling was 
renewed. 


Caught After Seeking Food. 


Earl Thayer, 65-year-old mail 
robber, characterized by officials as 
the most desperate of the seven 
who fied Friday morning, taking 
with them Warden T. B. White 
as a hostage. was returned yes- 
terday after his capture by two 
civilians when he applied at 
a horte for food. His cap- 
tors were John 8S. Masterson, 
64, and Roy Daugherty, 35. The 
gray-haired convict, who rejoined 
three of the other fugitives within 
the prison walis, was not ques- 
tioned yesterday because of his 
weakened condition. 

Sanford Bates, director of Fed- 
eral prisons, who arrived yesterday 
from Washington, continued his 
investigation of the break. Warden 
White, who was shot in the arm by 
one of the escaped prisoners, was 
reported on the way to recovery. 

Qirector Bates disclosed that four 


stituting the armament of the con- 
victs had been returned an diden- 
tified. He said that through serial 
numbers the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion had undertaken to trace the 
purchase, transfer and delivery of 
the weapons.

Clarence Howard Jr. said these 
bequests are to various relatives of 
Mr. Howard and are relatively 
small as compared to the bulk of 
the estate itself. 

“They are not bequests to char- 
ity,” he said. “‘My father left no 
specific -bequests to .charity be- 
cause he always adhered to the 
principle that it was more worthy 
to give generously during his life- 
time, than after death. 

“He found a distinct joy in giv- 
ing largs sums to the enterprises 
of which he was a benefactor and 
he always felt that his charities 
were happier at receiving his dona- 
tions whiJe he was living than they 
would have felt had the disposal 
of his estate after death been the 
occasion for the gifts.” 

Notable Benefactions. 

The principal object of Mr. How- 
ard's benefactions was The Prin- 
cipia, a school for the children of 
Christian Scientists. He and Mrs. 
Howard gave $200,000 for the pur- 
chase of the site of the new Prin- 
cipia College at Elsah, Ill, and 
were also reputed to be the donors 
of a $1,000,000 college endowment 
fund. In addition he had made 
many Other large gifts to the 
school and to various Christian 
Science activities. 

To the Boy Scouts’ national fund 
he was the donor of $100,000 ina 
single gift. He also gave the local 
Boy Scout organization $10,000 a 
year for several years, and 
presented it with its camp at Iron- 
dale, Mo. The Community Fund 
was also the beneficiary of many 
large gifts. 

No announcement of the value of 
the estate has been made. An in- 
ventory will be filed later in Pro- 
bate Court. Mr. Howard is under- 
stood to have made a substantial 
distribution of his wealth to his 
wife and son prior to his death. 

The will, drawn on Dec, 2, 1928, 
was filed by Ethan A. H. Shepley, 
attorney.

PRESIDENT 
RESIGNS ‘TO. KEEP 
NATION AT. PEACE 


Chiang Kai-Shek Hopes Re- 
tirement Will Insure In- 
ternal Unity — Foreign 
Policies Under Fire. 


STUDENTS WRECK __ 
FOREIGN OFFICE 


Also Attack Headquarters of 
Nationalist Party in Pro- 
test Against Stand in 
Manchurian Dispute. 


By the Associated Press. 

NANKING, China, Dec. 15.— 
President Chiang Kai-shek handed 
in his resignation’ from all the Gov- 


ernment posts he held and the rés- 
ignation was accepted late today. 

Lin Sen, veteran member of the 
Kuomintang (Nationalist party), 
/was named chairman of the Gov- 
ernment, and Chen Ming-shu, 
prominent Nationalist military lead- 
er, was chosen chairman of the ex- 
ecutive Yuan. This is one of the 
posts held by Chiang. 

Lin was a member of the first 
Chinese Parliament after the revo- 
lution of 1911. Chen is President 
of the Kwantung provincial Gov- 
ernment. 

Marshal Chiang is going back to 
his own private residence near the 
mausoleum of Sun Yat-sen, first 
President of the Chinese republic. 

Demonstration by Stadents. 

A crowd of 600 Chinese students 
from Peiping stormed and wrecked 
the Foreign Office of the Govern- 
ment and then attacked the head- 
quarters of the Kuomintang, where 
leaders, including 
President Chiang, were meeting. 

The attack on the Kuomintang 
headquarters was halted by police 
who surrounded the building and 
opened fire over the heads of the 
students, causing them to with- 
draw, but not before many bricks 
and stones had been thrown 
through the windows. When they 
arrived at the headquarters the 
students demanded an interview 
with Chiang. This was refused and 
they attacked Chen. 

The Peiping students came to 
Nanking, as did students frem 
many other places in China, to 
protest against the Government's 
failure to take a stronger course 
against Japanese activities in Man- 
churia. : 

During the raid on the Foreign 
Office four minor officials were re- 
ported seriously injured as a result 
of rough -handling by the students 
and many others were bruised as 
the crowd swept into the building. 
Foreign Minister Wellington . Koo 
and his assistant, Vice Minister 
Lee, were absent, but their offices 
were wrecked. 

Rifles Seized from Police. 

Carrying rifles they had seized 
from the police in the outer court, 
the students rushed the main 
building, but were halted when an- 
other section of the police guard 
fired into the air. 

They clamored for Chiang, but 
Chen appeared and told them Mar- 
shal Chiang was engaged in im- 
portant deliberations. Enraged, the 
mob turned on Chen and injured 
him slightly. Then they fired on 
the police at the main entrance. 
In the return fire one student was 
wounded. Three others were ar- 
rested when the police were re- 
inforced. There was an attempt to 
seize Chen after he had been hurt, 
but he was rescued by police. 

The demonstratien continued in 
front of the Foreign Office and the 
party headquarters until several 
veteran statesmen begged the stu- 
dents to leave. Shortly after noon 
they marched away. 

Statement by Chiang. 

Chiang stepped out, he said, in 
the interest of internal peace in 
China and because of the strong 
criticism to which his foreign peli- 
cies had been subjected. 

“Tl have tried to fulfill by obli- 
gations ever since I was made 
chairman of the National Govern- 
ment in 1928,” said Chiang. He 
referred to the serious split in the 
Nanking Government last spring 
which resulted in the formation of 
the present Canton Government, 
composed of men who formerly 
had participated in the Nanking 
regime, and expressed the hope 
that the breach would be healed. 

“My comrades at Canton said 
they would come to Nanking only 
on condition that-I resign,” he said.

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Substan- 
tial aid for needy railroads will be 
available in the neage future, in fact 
much earlier than has been gener- 
ally realized, it was learned in high 
banking quarters today. 

While the increased freight 
rates granted by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’ will prob- 
ably not yield any considerable sum 
for at least six months, it was 
learned that leading New York 
banks have arranged to extend 
early assistance through a method 
worked out in connection with the 
formaton of the new Railroad 
Credit Corporation. This corpora- 
tion has been formed for the pool- 
ing of funds which the increased 
rates are expected to yield, vari- 
ously estimated at around $100,- 
000,000 annually. | 

Railroad presidents and leading 
New York bankers have held sev- 
eral conferences on the question of 
speeding up relief. Representa- 
tives of the carriers said that speed 
was almost as essential as the ques- 
ton of getting a loan itself. 

The bankers, some of whom two 
weeks ago showed their earnest de- 
sire to co-operate with the carriers 
during their present plight by 
agréeing to accept $100,000,000 of 
newly authorized New York Cen- 
tral bonds as collateral on approxi- 
mately $50,000,000 of maturing 
bank loans, then worked out a 
‘joint recommendation.

duties as a member of the Kuo- 
mingtang and as a citizen of 
China.”’ 

Chiang, 46-year-old Cantonese 
who was Commander in Chief of 
the Nationalist forces in the Chi- 
nese Civil War, was elected Presi- 
dent of the National Government 
in October, 1928, and was re-elect- 
ed in June, 1931. 


In 1911 he was studying at Tokio 
Military College when a revolution 
began in China. He abandoned his 
studies and became secretary to 
Sun, later joining the troops in the 
field in time to participate in the 
storming of Shanghai. There fol- 
lowed a few years of obscurity, but 
in 1923 he reappeared as Chief of 
Staff to Sun, and three years later, 
having become a member of the 
General Executive Committee of the 
revolutionary executive party, he 
emerged as Commander in Chief of 
the Northern expedition of the 
Canton troops. 

in 1927 dissatisfaction with his 
policies became so strong that he 
resigned all his offices and re- 
tired to private life. Within three 
months he was back in public life 
and ever since has been in the lead 
of the Nationalist drive for power. 

While the League of Nations’ 
Council was formulating its Man- 
churian policy approved only last 
week by both China and Japan, 
Chiang asserted that if the League 
failed to settle the dispute China 
would resort to war even if war 
should bankrupt the nation for 
50 years.

“I only hope,” said Straus, “that 
other industrial organizations will 
see fit, whenever they are financial- 
ly able, to follow this lead. It not 
only is to be praised from a hu- 
manitarian viewpoint, but, in my 
judgment, this type of endeavor will 
also do mucn to stimulate and en- 
courage the revival of purchasing 
power and in this way, perhaps, 
assist in the general economic re- 
covery.”

CAULFIELD SAYS GOVERNMENT 
IS STILL IN OX-CART STAGE 


By the Associated Press 

SEDALIA, Mo., Dec. 15.—Gov. 
Caulfield addressing the Sedalia 
Rotary Club last night, criticised the 
present system of S.ate and county 
government because of “ruthless 
expenditures and multiplicity 
of executives, boards and bureaus.” 
He stated his aversion to increased 
taxes and stressed the importance 
of all departments being under the 
supervision of the executive, of a 
centralized power to which al! de- 
partments must be responsible. 

“Our State and county govern- 
ment'is still in the ox-cart period,” 
he said. “It is not constructed a> 
cording to modern ideas. It has not 
developed. 

“One hundred years ago, the cost 


of maintaining the Government of 
Missouri for a two-year period was 
$72,000. Today the cost for the 
same period is $192,000,000. That 
means a complexity of government, 
a vast complexity calling for a cen- 
tralized power, and you haven't 
that in your Constitution.” 

Speaking of overcoming the 
business depression, he said, “We 
must all make sacrifices and if I 
know my folks, a special session 
of the Legislature to raise taxes, 
is not the way to do it.”

Federal Court Finds No Ev- 
idence That Four Others 
Boycotted Farm Board 
Co-Operatives. 


An order of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, suspend- 
ing 47 East Side livestock dealers 
accused of boycotting two co-oper- 
ative members of the Federal Farm 
Board’s marketing organization, 
was upheld in a decision filed in 
Federa! Court in East St. Louis te- 
day, with the exception that the 
court found no evidence against 
four dealers and provided that they 
should be exempt from provisions 
of the order. 

Secretary Hyde's, order, made 
early this year following a lengthy 
hearing in East St. Louis, was that 
the accused dealers should be sus- 
pended for 90 days. He decrecd 
that the order should become effec- 
tive 20 days after being issued and 
reserved the right to revoke it. The 
dealers affected appealed to the 
Federal Court and the case was 
argued last September at Danville 
before a special court composed of 
District Judge Walter Lindley and 
Fred L. Wham and Judge Samuel 
Alschuler of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

Informed of the court's decision 
today W. A. Moody, president of 
St. Louis Livestock Exchange, said 
the appeal would be carried to the 
Supreme Court and that trading 
would be conducted as usual at 
National Stockyards pending a final 
decision. 

All Contentions Rejected. 

The Federal Court rejected each 
contention on which the accused 
dealers based their appeal. It up- 
held the constitutionality of the 
Packers and Stockyards |

ing Act of 1928 which created the 
Federal] Farm Board.

OF LIQUOR 10 YOUTHS 


Sandusky, Ill, Man Also Fined 
$100—Girl in Party Killed 
by Train. 


Robie Dunn, Sandusky, Iil., was 
sentenced to five months in jail and 
fined $100 yesterday by Federal 
Judge Wham in East 6&t. Louis 
when he pleaded guilty of violation 
of the liquor laws. ; 


, The case grew out of the death 
of Miss Dorothy Vick of Tamms, 
Ill... in which Dunn and others 
were arrested Nov. 1, last. Dunn 
admitted he sold a half gallon of 
whisky to a party of eight young 
people, Miss Vick being in the 
sroup. 

After leaving Dunn’s place at 
Sandusky, Miss Vick was put out 
of an automobile near her home. 
Her body, crushed by a train, was 
found later lying on a railroad 
track on which she evidently had 
collapsed. Dunn was released when 
a Coroner’s jury found she died 
from accidental causes. 

Mannin R. Joiner, New Liberty, 


to six months in jail and fined 
$200. Arrested in open woods 
along the banks of the Ohio River 
near Kincaid Landing, Joiner told 
the agents that residents of the dis- 
trict used one still.to “cook off" 
their whisky.

In the light of these experiences, will 
the public in future be guided by its 
own intelligence and common sense un- 
der similar circumstances, or can it 
again be influenced at will by those who 
profit by war?

MR. HOOVER’S FUMBLE. 


The President is solely responsible for the admin- 
istration’s embarrassing position with respect to the 
Hoover moratorium on war debts. By obstinately re- 
fusing to call an extra session of Congress to act on 
the question, he risked—one might say, invited—the 
situation that has developed. He knew that Congress 
would not constitutionally convene until Dec. 7, and 
that installments on the debts were due Dec. 14, 
and blindly trusted that, in the short space of a week, 
Congress would organize and immediately proceed to 
ratify the moratorium. 

Everybody realized the hazard involved. But no 
body knew, not even the President, what the political 
complexion of the House would be until a short time 
ago, when a series of by-elections finally gave the 
Democrats a majority. It was well within the bounds 
of possibility that the House might have met a week 
ago yesterday so evenly divided politically as to be 
unable to organize excepting after a long-drawn bat- 
tle, during which no legislative action could have 
been taken. Mr. Hoover was unmoved by that pos- 
sibility. No extra session, though the heavens fall, 
was his attitude. 

The heavens are not going to fall—not, at least, on 

account of the delayed ratification of the moratori- 
um. Nevertheless, the administration is obliged to 
day to advise our debtors, with such dignity as it can 
contrive, that, though payments are due, remittances 
need not be forwarded, since Congress will presently 
approve the suspension. Congress will. Nobody seems 
to have any doubt about it. But it is an awkward 
episode that reveals a deplorable lack of administra- 
tive tact and political sagacity on Mr. Hoover's part. 
That isn’t all. Truly, the cup of ineptitude run- 
neth over. Consider the effort of Undersecretary Mills 
of the Treasury Department to procure assurances 
from the congressional leaders of both parties that 
the moratorium would be ratified. The House lead- 
ers tartly declined to sign on the dotted line. Mr. 
Mills may have felt like a canvasser who has had 
the door irately slammed in his face. Retiring in 
confusion from the House, he tried a different tactic 
in the Senate, where he collogued with fellow parti- 
sans and adversaries as to what the Treasury- De 
partment would say today to the debtor nations. He 
was told the Treasury Department would have to 
write its own notes of apology—guaw its own pencil, 
as the ancient metaphor depicted the throes of com- 
position. 
Mr. Mills, it may be observed, is a man of high 
intelligence and wide political experience. As a for- 
mer member of Congress, he is aware that congres 
sional leaders have no authority to commit their 
parties in advance to any proposed legislation on the 
request of a department, even though the request im- 
pliedly carry the executive seal. That is not the 
Washington way. It may -not affect the ultimate 
score, but Mr. Hoover certainly fumbled the ball.

TIME TO CLEAR THE PLAZA. 

Plans for the Municipal Auditorium at last are 
progressing well, but the prospects for carrying out 
the Memoria] Plaza scheme are darkened by a mis 
taken policy of Comptroller Nolte’s office. The Comp 
troller should change his views about the plaza at 
once and order all the old structures remaining on 
the site cleared away this winter, except, perhaps, 
the one building that is under a lease having two 
years to run. 

It would easily be possible for the city to carry 
out some grading and preliminary improvement of 
the grounds, at small expense. There is no fund now 
for extensive development of the plaza. Mere cleared 
space, however, would be preferable to the ramshackle 
piles of brick and wood now defacing the site.

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JAPAN OFF THE GOLD STANDARD. 


There are many parallels between Japan’s aban- 
donment of the gold standard this week and the simi- 


lar action by England three months ago. In both 


instances, the change was the immediate seqyel of a 
Cabinet crisis. Both nations had suffered from budget 
derangements, and from loss of foreign trade. There 


was an exodus of gold from the country in each 


increases, just as there was in Britain’s crisis. All 
these are symptoms of general economic ills from 
which many nations now are suffering. For these 
ailments, the modified inflation resulting from aban- 
donment of the gold standard’s restrictions offers re 
lief. Japan is the fifteenth nation to take the step 
in recent months, though many of the others did so 
because of their close financial links with the pound 
rather than from troubles of their own. 

China’s boycott of Japanese goods has made heavy 
inroads on Japan’s exports to her second best cus- 
tomer. On the other hand, Japan has profited by the 
Indian boycott on British goods. Depreciation of 
the pound gave the British an edge in the Asian and 
Antipodean markets, where the two nations compete, 
so Japan's action will meet to some extent the Brit- 
ish advantage. Trade with this country, where Japan 
is a heavy buyer of raw cotton, will become more dif- 
ficult as the yen falls. With a nominal value of 50 
cents, it now stands at 40. By the same token, wages 
are likely to drop in Japan, as they did in England, 
reducing the cost of manufacturing cotton goods and 
sending raw silk prices still farther down. 

Japan’s finances have shown a continual excess of 
expenditures over receipts since 1918, and her na- 
tional debt has mounted steadily. For this year, the 
deficit is estimated at $200,000,000. The departed 
Cabinet was striving heroically to balance the budget 
and stop borrowing, without success. Japan’s teem- 
ing population and lack of certain natural resources 
force her to be an importing country, and any block- 
ing of imports, such as a depreciated currency would 
cause, can only add to her woes. The problem of 
financing a possible war in Manchuria would be a 
serious one. Japan would need to import much of 
her munitions, iron ore and other supplies. Military 
expenditures, already running $250,000,000 a year, or 
one-fourth of the total budget, would be increased, 
with little prospect of obtaining credit from abroad 
and the value of internal loans decreased by deprecia- 
tion. Japan, sharing the world’s ills, has chosen a 
prevailing method of alleviation which ha in it, after 
all, muth of desperation.

Because auto is viewed as substitute for horse, and not as powerful machine loosed on 
highway, we have failed to curb fatalities: with death rate rising, writer fears hu- 
man irresponsibility will always prevent safety; carelessness of both drivers and 
pedestrians at fault; license system would help, if it could be made effective.

In most 
of these 17 states anyone, from a doddering 
old man to a 16-year-old girl who can 
back a car around twice without maiming 
the teacher, is entitled to a license. 

The National Safety Council made a care- 
ful study of accidents in the eight states 
which have the soundest driving license 
and examination laws. From tlie study, it 
derived an estimate that these states had 
reduced their pormal expectation of motor 
fatalities 29 per cent. Yet none of the 
eight states has a system of licensing drivers 
that can be dignified by the term “selec- 
tion”; they merely throw out a few of the 
obviously unfit and let everybody else drive. 

Probably the country’s total of motor fa- 
talitigs could be reduced by several thou- 
sand if the 40 other states were to have 
even as mildly restrictive driver-licensing 
laws as the eight. A much greater saving 
of life would be possible if every state were 
to compel a selection of drivers commensu- 
rate with the obvious demands of a road lo- 
comotive.

$15,000,000 SUIT AGAINST 
R. C. A. BY RAYTHEON CO, 


Violation of Anti-Trust Laws Al- 
leged Through Conspiracy in 
Restraint of Trade. 

By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Dec. 15.—The Ray- 
theon Manufacturing Co. of Cam- 
bridge has filed suit against the 
Radio Corporation of America in 
Federa] Court for $15,000,000, al- 
leging injury to its business through 
acts of the defendants. The Ray- 
theon company seeks three-fold 
damages totalling $9,000,000 and 
costs of the suit. 

In charging that the. Radio Cor- 
poration had damaged its business 
to the extent of $3,000,000, the 
plaintif¢ alleged violation of the 
anti-trust laws through conspiracy 
in restraint of trade. The Ray- 
theon company manufactured Rey- 
theon rectifier tubes. 

The Raytheon company was first 
organized in 1922 as the American 
Appliance Co., later changing its 
name to the Raytheon Manufac- 
turing Co. It has since become 
Raytheon, Inc.. but the suit was 
brought tn the name of the Ray- 
In 1926, 
the plaintiff stated, tts net profits 
were $454,935 and prospects were 
at that time that they would be 
greatly increased. 

The plaintiff alleged that the de- 
fendant corporation made contracts 
and engaged in a combination and 
conspiracy in straint of trade in 
interstate commerce. In carrying 
out the alleged conspiracy, the 
plaintiff said, the defendant made 
leases and contracts on the condi- 


tion that the lessee or the licensee 
should not use or deal tn the goods 
of competition of the defendant.

$355,000 DUE ON

Receivers are in charge of the 
Claridge Hotel because the owners 
have been unable to make refinanc- 


able them to retire $355,000 in 
first mortgage bonds which mature 
today. The hotel, a 350-room, 10- 
story structure, on the southwest 
corner of Eighteenth and Locust 
streets, was erected 10 years ago 
at a cost of $1,290,000. 


Charles F. Levy, president of the 
Claridge Hotel Co., which holds ti- 
tle to the building, and president 
also of the Hub Furniture Co., 701 
Washington avenue, was appointed 
temporary co-receiver yestérday, 
with Oliver T. Remmers, attorney. 
Circuit Judge Rosskopf made the 
appointments, acting on a petition 
filed by the furniture company, 
which alleged the hotel company 
owed it $60,485 for furniture pur- 
chased a year ago. 

Company Consents to. Action. 

The hotel company, through its 
attorney, Joseph Grand of Greens- 
to the 
receivership. Grand, in a statement, 
said this was done to conserve the 


company's assets and maintain it 
as a going concern until re-financ- 


ing arrangements can be made. 


The petition for receivers alleged 
the Mercantile-Commerce company. 
Arustee for the bondholders, had 
threatened to foreclose if the bonds 
were not retired on maturity, and 
that a foreclosure sale, under pres- 
ent market conditions, would result 
in substantial losses. . 

The hotel property, it is stated, 
is worth $1,500,000, but that 
amount could not be realized by 
sale at this time because of the 
present depressed real] estate mar- 
ket. The hotel can, however, the 
petition relates, continue to meet 
its current obligations and is pre- 
pared to make substantial pay- 
ments on the mortgages. 

$140,506 in Unsecured Claims. 

There are, the petition sets forth, 
$140,506 in unsecured claims 
against the hotel. In addition, 
there is a second mortgage for 
$190,000, given to Straus Bros. In- 
vestment Co. of Chicago, in partial 
payment for the Mark Twain Ho- 
tel, purchased while under con- 
struction three years ago by the 
Claridge Hotel Co. 

The Mark Twain, @ 
building at Eighth and 
streets, is also in receivership. 

The original mortgage on the 
Claridge, promoted by Levy in 1921, 
was $600,000, and financing was 
arranged through the Mortgage 
Trust Co. In November, 1926, the 
project was refinanced through the 
Mercantile-Commerce Trust Co., 
and the loan was reduced to $400,- 
000. Since then $45,000 of the 
bonds have been retired, leaving 
$355,000 outstanding. 

Jacob M. LasShly was appointed 
as attorney for the receiver.

Cutting off of credits extended 
for machinery, and fertilizers on 
state and collective farms has been 
threatened as a penalty for failing 
to fulfill quotas. Such credits last

Counting the Cost. 


HE operating cost of the dog 
and horse racing meets, in- 


volving a total of 85 days for 
the horses and 147 days (some 
of them concurrent) for the dogs, 
means that the public will have 
to spend about two million dol- 
lars, beforé the nut is lifted. 


The cost of operating a first- 


class horse racing plant is close 
to $15,000 daily, a rather conser- 
vative figute, if the purses are 
good. A dog-racing track can 
get by for much less, perhapz 
$3000. The grand total for both 
horses and dogs at these figures 
would be above $1.500,000. 


As a matter of fact this total 


would be very much more be- 
cause in addition to the track's 
““take,”’ the State gets 2 per cent 
of the handle, which would run 
the total up another half million. 


To earn this sum through the 


pari mutuel percentage of say 10 
per cent would mean that about 
$1.$.200.000 would have to pass 
through the mutuel operators’ 
hands in the form of bets during 
the three meetings. 


This would mean an average 


daily handle of about $180,000 
for the horse tracks. 


That is not an unreasonable 


amount to expect, however, based 
on last year’s meeting which 
reached a $500,000-a-day peak 
on the Hialeah Park's big day. 


For the tracks to make real 


money it will have to average 
better than that, say $150,000 a 
day. for the entire meeting.

“This policy,”” Dr. Brown said, 
“has already gone into effect and 
will determine the selection of a 
head coach to succeed Mr. Meehan 
and the future management of our 
football coaching. ‘rhis policy is 
based upon a careful survey of our 
athletic situation with special ref- 
erence to football which was ini- 
tiated by the council of the uni- 
versity two years ago. In general, 
the policy of the university and its 
athletic authorities is to give whole- 
hearted support to a campaign of 
sport for sport’s sake, encouraging 
competition on the part of the 
largest possible number of under- 
graduate students.” 

Tribute to Meehan. 

Paying tribute to Meehan, Dr. 
Brown's statement said the coach 
had accomplished “great results” 
and his “time with us will always 
be remembered by New York Uni- 
versity men with a sense of appre- 
ciation and admiration for what he 
has accomplished.” 

After pointing out that the “sit- 
uation in the country at large as 
regards intercollegiate football has 
altered profoundly” in the last 
seven years, Dr. Brown explained 
the new athletic policy as adopted 
Jan. 6 provided for:

Attendance rec- 
ords showed a corresponding de- 
cline, 424,219 being the total for 
1931 and 643,582 being the record 
of last year.

Alongside of the drop in profes- 
sional boxing returns, the report 
showed a gain in interest in the 
amateur side of the sport.

New York Graft Investigator Gets 
Evidence of Large Deposits by 


15.—More 
than $1,200,000 in bank deposits 
made since 1926 by Murray Birn- 
baum, whom chief counsel Samuel 


Seabury has described before the 
Hofstadter Legislative Committee 
as a beotiegger and ex-convict, 
were disclosed to the committee 
today by Seabury.

How to Snsuiliee Cards Played and Those 
Still in Opponents’ Hands. 
—By SHEPARD BARCLAY— 


Y what mental] process do you keep track of the number of 
66 caras of each suit played from start to finish of each deal? 
Is there some defjnite routine which one’s mind goes through 
in remembering clubs, diamonds, hearts and spades in this order, or 
must one trust more or less haphazardly to his memory, with no or- 


dered sequence of suits?” 


Some memory students advise remembering the “dead” cards 
already played. Others counsel keeping track of the remaining “‘live” 
cards not yet played. There are two better ways. One is to take 
exact pote of the four cards played on the first trick, and at the end 
of the hand remind yourself what they were; after a bit of practice 
at that, try it for the first two tricks, then later extend it to three 


and finally to ap entire hand. 
A great many fine players get 


along without exerting themselves | 


along those lines. They concen- 
trate more on establisning in their 
minds the “suit patterns” of the 
four hands and reconstructing 
them mentally” at critical stages, 
referring from the “depleted pat- 
tern” back to the “original pat- 
tern.” 

The late Wilbur C. Whitehead 
once gave a very fine example of 
how this is done. He used the fol- 
lowing hands as illustrations:
